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On 20 February 1951, an official telegram was sent by the Reichsbahndire^tion 
Berlin to all its seven subdivisions. The telegram read as follows: 

"Beginning immediately, ail serviceable flatcars of categories R, X and 
S may not be loaded. All such care are to undergo immediate inspection 
and are to be collected in the freight yards *>t Berlin-Ru^elsburg and 
dispatched via Frankfurt/Oder to Brest-Litovsk . After 6 p.m., 20 February, 
a report on the situation will be co r " unicated Yr r telephone every six 
hours to 221^7." 

There is no report of any ot^er Reichsbahndirektionen being affected by 
such an order.
